You've probably heard -about the 


continual peculation in hotels. Nobody 
seems to have any conscience about 
robbing a hotel. We can't .keep sugar 
tongs or oyster forks or after dinner 
coffee spoons. All the silver goes fast. 
Towels vanish like magic. Traveling 
men are particularly appreciative towel 
collectors. They stock up in New York 
against coming towel stringency in 
country towns. Sometimes I think the 
women are worse at that than the men. 
Yet it wn<» a man that played the lim- 
it; he got away with a pair of blankets 
—cut holes in the middle of them, stuck 
his head through the holes, put on his 
long overcoat and buttoned it up and 
started out of the hotel. The corners 
of the blankets hung down below his 
overcoat and caught the clerk's eye. 
We saved the blankets. 


A good many of the country guests 


collect hotel souvenirs. Uncle Joshua 
comes from a town where he can live 
on 75 cents a week, and when a hotel 
man asks him to pay $2.50 a day he 
thinks he's being held up and robbed.

THE PROBLEM OF THE SURPLUS. 


Two successive attempts to clip the 


internal revenue taxes, one made in 
1901, 
the other in 1902, have 
not 


checked the swelling tide of revenues 
that has set in toward a big treasury 
surplus. 


The first repealer cut the national 


income by about $40,000,000. 
Next 


came the more heroic surgical oper- 
ation of 1902, which repealed the war 
re\enue taxes outright 
and 
which 


realized the expectation of its form- 
ers in that it remitted $41,127,607 in 
taxes. 


But while the return to taxation on 


the old 1897-98 basis, which prevail- 
ed before the war with Spain, caused 
a direct loss of over $41,000,000 for 
{his year in Internal revenue collect- 
ions, there is a steady growth in the 
government's income 
from 
internal 


taxes 
If it had not been for the fact 


that receipts from customs duties far 
exceeded all 
calculations, however, 


the repeal of 1902 would have pre- 
vented the accumulation of such a 
surplus as was shown by the treas- 
ury books on July last. 


Tnese facts are disclosed by the re- 


port of the commissioner of internal 
revenue just issued. The deductions 
to be rhawn from it are that con- 
giess in making its second cut in 
]902 failed to measure the product- 
ive capacity of the old internal rev 
enue taxes in a time of great 
in- 


dustrial expansion when the country 
is growing m population and recour- 
cos at a marvelous rate. 
It is also 


clear that 
the repeal law of 1902 


does not come anywhere near furnish- 
ing a dependable basis for a more 
satisfactory adjustment of the govern- 
ment's annual expenditures and re- 
ceipts. 


With a vastly increased population 


widely diffused prosperity the 


consumption ot the commodities up- 
on which the government collects in- 
ternal revenue taxes is much greater 
than 
before 
the Spanish-American 


war. 
In 1897-98, for instance, 
the 


imposts collected on spirits amounted 
(o $92,546,000. 
In the year ending 


June 30, 1903, with the same rates 
in force, the collections were $131,- 
933,472. 


With the natural growth 
of the 


country 
and 
the increased con- 


sumption of articles that pay internal 
revenue 
taxes the sum from this 


source will Increase each year. Man- 
ifestly the problem of cutting down 
the treasury surplus has not been 
solved and will demand the early at- 
tention of congress at the coming 
session.
